IQ.  Summary:  On  November  7,  the  UN  General  Assembly  Fifth 

Committee  (Administrative  and  Budgetary)  held  its  elections 
for  officers  of  subsidiary  organs,  the  Committee  on 
Contributions  (CoC),  the  Investments  Committee  (ISSC),  the 
International  Civil  Service  Commission  (ICSC),  the  Staff 
Pension  Committee,  and  the  Advisory  Committee  for 
Administrative  and  Budgetary  Questions  (ACABQ) . Appointments 
begin  on  January  1,  2009.  Regional  candidates  indicated 
ref tel  were  chosen  by  acclamation  without  debate,  including 
the  U.S.  candidate  for  the  Staff  Pension  Committee,  Thomas  A. 
Repasch,  who  was  elected  to  a four-year  term,  and  Susan 
McLurg,  who  was  re-elected  to  the  ACABQ.  End  Summary.
